University transfers

The California Articulation 
Number (CAN) system is the latest 
and most ambitious offshoo: of 
CSUS’ established articulation pro- 
gram. This has traditionally consisted 
of, among other things, written 
articulation agreements between 
CSUS and other colleges. CSUS 
currently has individual arti. ulation 
agreements with more than | 500 
colleges, including at least 50 com- 
munity colleges 

More than 50,000 community- 
college students transfer to the Cali- 
fornia State University and University 


California systems each year, said 
Duane Anderson, director of admis- 
sions and records at CSUS and 
creator of the new svstem 

The CAN system will provide 
identification numbers for 107 lower- 
division transferable courses, said 
CSUS Articulation Officer Carolyn 
Salls 

Because of the diverse numbering 
systems of different colleges, it has 
often been difficult to know which 
courses On one campus would be 
acceptable in lieu of another campus’ 
requirements, said Salls. “For exam- 
ple, out of 19 CSU campuses, there 
are 16 different course numbers used 
for first semester calculus.” 

While colleges will maintain their 
own numbering systems, selected

“The people who apply for thie job 
understand the procedures we take lo 
determine whether or not they are 
good candidates,” Perry said. “All of 
them sign releases giving us access to 
previous employer's records, their 
credit file and other private records.” 

The extensive background checks 
as well as the results of an interview 
with post representatives are sealed 
once they are completed. Letter, notes 
and the results of a psychological test 
are put into a locked file cabinet and 
not even the candidate will have 
access to them, regardless of whether 
or not they are hired 

“The psychological test is to see if 
they can handle stress because there 
are stressful moments,” said Perry 
“There is different stress and it all 
depends on when you're working.” 

Once a potential employee passes 
POST minimum hiring standards and 
is hired by CSUS, he is placed on 
probation for two years. The new 
officer enrolls in basic training 
course that must last at least 400 
hours with 105 of those hours spent 
learning patrol procedures. Officers 
need only a high school diploma to 
qualify for police officer training 

“The teaching methodology ts 
dictated by POST,” said Perry. “The 
designated subject matter is very 
intense.” 

Training does not end after the 
basic course. Officers must pass a 
firearms test every year to prove 
weapons proficiency, Thev can also 
choose from a variety of courses to 
enhance their law enforcement .now!- 
edge. These include advanced train- 
ing, law updates and cnminal investi- 
gations procedures. 

Perry estimates that the depart- 
ment has somebody in training better 
than 1600 hours a year. “ i ne depart- 
ment pays for it, and POST reim- 
burses us in most cases,” he said.

The demand continues to increase 
for graduates of other applied mayors 
such as computer science. Business 
adminisiravion also continues to be 
strong, Mitchell said, and the IRS isa 
major recruiter of those with an 
accounting concentration 

These trends will probably con- 
tinue, said Mitchell; “Indications are 
that technical behavior in the society 
and the economy will sustain itself for 
quite awhile— just look at kids in 
kindergarten playing with compu- 
ters.” 

The National Science Foundation 
agrees. In a recent report, they 
projected that by 1987 there will be a 
shortage of 1 1 5,000- 140,000 compu- 
ter specialists and 30,000 electrical 
engineers 


Future trends a'so depend on 


President Reagan's budget, said Mit 
chell. If Reagan's defense budget is 
approved, for example, there will be a 
continuing or increasing need for 
engineers 

The number of students majoring 
in the different subyects closely reflects 
the demand for these areas of know- 
edge and skills said Larry Glasmuire, 
the university's acting registrar 

More students are majoring in 
business than in any other single 
major 

For the fall 1984 semester there 
were 6,067 business majors at CSUS,

Engineering program to 
offer practical experience

Most students hope to acquire fulfilling and well 
paying jobs when they graduate from college, but geting 
those jobs requires more than just a little hope. Many 
students and teachers would probably agree that internships 
are one of the best ways to gain experience for the

Engineering students at CSUS will soon be able to get 
involved in a Co-op program that will help place them in

Larry Hill, the assistant dean of engineering and 
computer science wall direct the Engineering Co-op 
Program.

However, no graduate 1s 
assured his or her first job will be in a unified school 
district. Private and religious schools sometimes pay less. 

One Davis teacher, Barbara Mitchell, who has been 
teaching since 1957, said her salary is $32,000 a vear. “It's 
the top of the line for me but about the starting salary for an 
engineer,” she said, “But it’s liveable.” 

“IT have a feeling a lot of people out there want to be 
teachers all of a sudden,” said Ann Mitchell, Barbara's

“Mister Roberts” is the story of a restless World 
War II naval officer, his crew and the irascible captain 
who controls all their fates. The play is a fairly simple 
one with a clear message: Have the courage of your 
convictions —- damn the consequences. 

Though “Mister Roberts” is a potentially tired, old 
play, Garbeau’s resurrection is fresh, fun and well 
worth the price of admission. Everything about this 
lavish production, directed by Jacqueline Schultz, 
smacks of professionalism 

Above all, Garbeau’s has assembled a marvelous 
cast of outstanding actors. This is easembile at its best. 

Don Hayden masterfully tackles the part of 
Lieutenant Junior Grade Doug Roberts. Roberts is a 
brooding character and Hayden's face is an emotional 
playground. 

Gregg Koski, as the frivolous sex-machine Ensign 
Pulver, is in constant motion. He incorporates Pee W ee 
Herman moves with a seething sensitivity and comes 
up with an original performance. 

Some of the limelight is virtually stolen by Marvin 
Thornton in a relatively minor role as Dolan. This 
Mississippi-born imp is absolutely fun to watch.

When you add to that 
the favorable technical achievements of the set 
designer, the costumer and the choreographer, you 
have a near faultless creation
